Kingston who 
was held after he had been robbed of 
$300 and after the man charged with 
the 
crime had

bail, 
was placed with the other prisoners 
in the Vanderburgh county jail and 
was mistreated by them. 
The other 
prisoners made him sleep on a bed of 
newspapers without a blanket on the 
iron floor of the jail. 
Kingston 
was released atter he had 
server 
part of his seventy-fourth day. 


“I doubt whether the luau sboule 
be held at all in such trifling eases 
as 
Kingston's,” said Dr. Graham 
“Where the offense concerns Society 
only indirectly the prosecuting wit­ 
ness should lie able to p iosecute or 
not. 
At least he should have per 
sonal rights.” 


“My bill,” Dr. Graham said, ‘‘is 
only tentatively outlined in my mind. 
it would prohibit placing witnesses 
in cells of criminals. 
A separate 
place should be provided for them. 
Also, some one would be authorized 
to look after the ease for the detain 
ed man, .seeking to providle bond for 
him by notifying his friends and re­ 
lative-.”

a kilogramme (2.2 pounds.)

is more than 
double the 
price in 
peace 
times. 
Most 
of the sugar 
beet country is occupied by the Ger 
mans. 
Bread remains at 9 cents the kilo 
or 5 cents the French pound which 
is a tenth 
more 
than the English 
pound. 
The government 
regulate** 
the price of this commodity, thus 
holding 
its cost 
to the 
populace 
down to a peace basis. 
Butter is had from 32 cents 
pound and upward depending 
on 
quality, the best selling at 48 cents 
Eggs 
are from 
24 to 32 cents 
dozen. 
Milk is G cents a quart, 3 
vents a pint. 
Swiss, Holland, Ro 
quefort and similar cheeses of the 
communer varieties are 24 cents a 
pound. 
Chester (cream cheese im­ 
ported from England) being scarce 
and selling at 32 cents. 
Emits are cheap as a rule but the 
price depends on the season.

any amount due, which the B arrett 
law allows ten years to pay, provid­ 
ing six months notice is given. 
In­ 
terest up to the expiration of the six 
months shall also he paid, the law 
provides. 
There has been eon-ider- 
able interest iii the law here be 
cause many have takn advantage of 
it. 
The law iii question 
was passed 
for the purpose of saving money for 
the property owners who 
have 
to 
pay B arrett law bonds for public im­ 
provements. 
The bill was introduc­ 
ed by Representative Wyss, of Fort 
AV ayne, and as originally fram ed it 
applies only to cities of the second 
class, these being Evansville, Terre 
Haute, Fort Wayne and South Bend. 
But when the officers and the lege 
lative committee of the Indiana Real 
E state Association heard of it they 
succeeded in having the bill amended 
so as to apply to all cities of even 
class in the state. 
Under an old law, passed in 1013, 
it was provided th at 
whenever 
a 
property owner wished to pay 
off 
his B arrett law bond." before the 
expiration of 
the 
ten 
years 
for 
which they were F>ued he could do 
so by paying in the full amount of 
the bonds and the full amount of in­ 
terest for the remainder of the ten 
year term. 
This money was paid to 
the city treasurer. 
But the law did 
not provide that the city treasurer 
should pay off the bonds when the 
property owner prepaid 
his 
debt 
Therefore, the money he paid to the 
city treasurer was held by that of-* 
filial, and he could deposit it in a 
bank or trust company at interest 
and pocket the interest. 
All the city treasurer had to do 
was to pay to the bondholder every 
six months the amount of interest 
earned by his bond during that time. 
Ile could keep the remainder of tin 
money on deposit at interest. 
Thi 
was pretty soft for the city treasur­ 
ers. 
The practice has not been follow­ 
ed here. 
The city treasurer has al­ 
ways left all paid-iii-advam e B ar­ 
re tt law money in the fund to which 
it was paid and has never taken ad 
vantage of the opportunity to loan 
the money and stick the interest iii 
his own pocket. 
In 1915, however, Representative 
W yss introduced the bill which pro­ 
vided that 
any 
property 
owner 
could pay off his B arrett law bonds 
a t any time on six months notice, by 
paying the amount of the bond and 
interest up to the ex pi rd non of the 
six months for which the notice wa 
given. 
He would pay, 
under 
thi 
bill, the money to the city controller 
instead of the city treasurer, and the 
hill provided that the city controller 
should then re-invest this motley in 
other B arrett law bonds at par, the 
interest on which woald pay the in­ 
terest the original bond for the re­ 
mainder of its life. 
This bill, amended so as to apply 
to all cities, was 
passed, 
but 
for 
some reason or other Governor Bal 
ton refused to sign it. 
Ile did not 
veto the bill, however, and it became 
a law without his signature.

»tart bacteria in milk to multiply­ 
ing at a rapid rate and thus make 
it unlit for use as sweet milk,

cording to the dairy specialists of 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
hot days also bring the Hies, the 
great germ carriers, and the clouds 
of dust laden with bacteria, which, 
when coming to rest on milk recep­ 
tacles very easily contaminate 
the 
milk. 
Milk is 
regarded 
as a 
neutral 
medium for bacteria, and the rapid­ 
ity with which 
tile various 
forms 
will multiply under the proper tem­ 
peratures is astonishing, it has been 
shown 
that if 
a cubic 
centimeter 
(about 
one-half 
tea-spoonful) 
oi 
milk containing IO bacteria is kept 
at 68 per cent temperature for 24 
hours the bacteria will have multip­ 
lied into about 61,000. 
la the same 
milk, 
if held at 50 
per cent 
the 
bacteria would be very small, pos­ 
sibly as low at 40 in 24 hours. Milk 
which contains a large 
number 
of 
bacteria is either not fresh or lia- 
come from 
a diseased 
cow’ or has 
otherwise been contaminated. 
Flies are possibly the most dan­ 
gerous bacteria 
carriers 
likely to 
come in 
contact with 
milk. 
These 
scavengers may convey the germs 
of typhoid lever of other contagious 
diseases from the sick room to tho 
milk. 
Typhoid epidemics have been 


Caused by Hies spreading the germs. 
Milk should be guarded from Hies 
as rigorously as care would be taken 
to avoid exposure to disease. 
Cows are now put on pasture, and 
milk is more easily produced under 
sanitary conditions than during the 
winter months when the cows 
are 
stabled all the time. 
Milk may be 
handled 
by the most 
correct 
and 
Sanitary methods known, and yet if 
*

v 
it is not cooled immediately after 
milking and kept cool until consumed 
it very soon begins to change 
and 
sour. 
Iii fact, the bacterial content 
increases rapidly as long as the milk 
remains above 50 
degrees Fahren­ 
heit. 
The bacteria are dormant or in­ 
crease slowly at a lower temperat­ 
ure. 
For this reason, every precau­ 
tion for keeping milk cold from the 
time it is produced until it reaches 
the consumer is essential.

Prison 
Camp, Goettingen, 
Ger­ 
many, June 18: (By Mail)—Here is 
one spot in belligerent Europe w here 
prisoners of war enjoy more person­ 
al freedom than they did at front 
as soldiers. The camp is almost 
a 
“free city.” 
The men do almost as 
they wish and after several months 
under rigorous orders at the front 
they are enjoying their ‘“freedom” 
even 
if they can’t 
go outside 
the 
grounds. 
Camp rules are the most 
simples and necessary to safeguard 
the health and comfort of the in­ 
mates. 


When I came into the camp today 
the “Main Street” was crowded with 
English 
soldiers, 
many 
wearing 
w’ooden shoes; 
with Frenchmen in 
tattered red trousers and blue c o a ts ; 
Scottish Highlanders in plaid skirts 
and brighter plaid stockings and a 
few hundred giant Russian-. 
Not a 
German officer or soldier except the 
two at the gate, could be seen. 
For several hours I visited among 
the 
Canadians, 
the English and 
the French, entirely out of earshot 
of any German 
authority. I asked 
the men if 
my impression of their 
freedom was correct and everyone 
said it was a fact. 
Every man be­ 
lieved what an English soldier 
sard, 
“‘Of course, 
it’- unfortunate 
to be a 
war-prisoner but we are fortunate to 
be in a camp where we are given so 
much freedom.” 
In what other prison camps, 
I 
asked, are men permitted to gather 
in groups and talk and do what they 
please. Many, who had been in other 
camps said Goettingen was first of 
its kind and they attributed this fact 
.to administrative ability of the camp 
commander, 
whom 
every prisoner 
praised. 
Ambassador Gerard and (lie Span­ 
ish 
Ambassador 
in 
Berlin, 
who 
were here some weeks ago to dedic­ 
ate the first American Y. M. C. A., 
ever built in a prison camp or pri­ 
son, declare the commander is a 
“prison g en iu s.” 
Gerard said if this 
officer could take charge of all the 
prisons in En rope there would be no 
complaint 
against the 
handling of 
prisoners 
of 
war. 
Even 
among 
Swedish investigators Goettingen is 
considered tin' finest camp in Eu­ 
rope. 
John ll. Jackson of Trenton, 
N. J., former American minister to 
Roumania, 
who has 
seen 
all the 
camps 
in England and 
Germany 
holds the same opinion. 
('amp 
conditions ate 
excellent, 
the spirit of the men inspiring, the 
camp health is equal to that in the 
most healthful .-pot- in the world. 
Less than 25 were in the hospital 
today . The men not only appeared 
happy but said they were happier 
than they ever 
expected 
to be as 
prisoners of war. 
And today there 
arc about 8,100 former .soldiers of 
All ie- imprisoned here, among them 
150 Canadians, members of the for­ 
mer 
48tli, 
Toronto 
Highlanders 
who were captured at Apres, April, 
24. 
This camp W’as founded in a large 
field outside the old university city 
of Goettingen and at the toot of a 
high hill on 
top of which 
is B is ­ 
m a r c k ’s tomb. It is made up of sev­ 
eral 
hundred 
frame 
unplastered 
sh a c k s , one -tory high and similar 
in every way to cheap cottage- one 
sees at American summer re s o rts . 
Between 
every 
five cottages 
is a 
J street, 
some so wide that the 
ex- 


soldiers have potatoe 
patches 
in 
front for flower gardens. 


The 
Y. M. C. A. 
building is 
a 
large Cottage with 
a library 
of 
French, English and Russian books 
and magazines 
at one end and fi­ 
st age at the other. 
This afternoon 
the English and French were prepar­ 
ing 
for an 
English 
concert. 
A 
Frenchman was painting scenery tor 
the stage. 
Belgians were installing 
electric footlights and the English 
were marking the benches with the 
names of the audience, which be­ 
cause of the limited capacity of the 
hall, was limited to invited English 
soldiers. 


This camp is 
famous 
iii Ger­ 
many also, because of the interest 
the professors in the University of 
Goettingen take in the welfare of the 
prisoners. 
Many 
of 
them 
have 
classes in the camp and 
instruct 
the 
men 
iii 
regular 
university 
courses. 
T h e s e arc open to those 
who wish to attend. 


In the post office today eighteen 
English soldiers were assorting mail I 
packages which today's post brought ! 
from England. 
German inspectors I 
were looking inside before the pack­ 
ages were handed out to 
see 
that 
the camp rules regarding the receiv­ 
ing of home articles were not bro­ 
ken. 
Working in this building were 
two Ua'nadians both of 
whom 
live 
in Toronto and had often visited in 
Niagara Falls, Buffalo and Detroit 
Leaving the camp tor the rail­ 
road I saw ninety English soldiers 
being brought in. 
They were among 
the recent captive- in Flanders and 
their clothes were torn 
and 
dirty. 
My guide in the camp, Lieutenant 
Gropp, who said he had a brother- 
in-law. William Persson 
living 
fit 
732 Bolden ave., Chicago, declared 
these fellows would soon be given 
special bath- and ordered to wash 
their clothes. 


One of the most amusing sights 
in the ca nip was to see five Russians 
taking a powder bath to kill the lice 
they carried when they arrived from 
the Galician front four days ago. 
These men were lying naked in this 
powder. 
They had to stay there 
four hour-. 
Then they took a -un 
bath and then a hot water and soap 
bath—for, -aid Lieutenant Gropp, it 
requires three 
different 
kinds 
of 
bath- and sometimes more. 
Ile ad­ 
ded that the sanitary arrangements 


were so good that this pest would 
lost only a few* days in camp.

From Entering Polish Capital 


Though They Are Only 13 Miles 


SCATTERED 
BANDS 
IN 
CITY 


South of Vistula Defenders With­ 


draw to Strongly Fortified Out­ 


er Defenses For Last Stand 


(B y United Preit.) 
Petrograd, 
Ju ly, 23.—-The 
great 
battle for W arsaw has reached its 
decisive stages. 
South of the Yis- 
tual the Russians have withdrawn 
to their strongly fortified outer de­ 
fenses and are checking the Austro- 
German forces. 
North of the river 
the right arm of the Russian army 
is holding Yon llindenberg at the 
Narew river 
and 
inflicting 
severe 
losses by sudden jabs against 
the 
German line. 
The dull roar of fighting thirteen 
miles west 
of W arsaw 
is plainly 
audible in the streets of the Polish 
capital. 
Scattered bands of German 
troops have even broken in to with­ 
in ten miles of the heart of the city, 
only to be slaughtered. 
But the be­ 
lief still persists here that Warsaw 
may yet be saved from the enemy. 
Despite 
a teriflic 
bombardment 
the Germans have been unable 
to 
break down or break through 
the 
Outer works of Warsaw lying west 
of the city near Bion ie. 
For forty- 
eight hours an avalanche of explo­ 
sive shells has been crashing against 
the Russian trenches perfected dur­ 
ing the winter months, but without 
serious damage. 
With a minimum 
expenditure, 
the Russian 
infantry 
have beat back every assault and the 
war office is confident that the west­ 
ern approaches to the city can not 
be stormed. 
North of Warsaw the Narewr river 
line is strongly held. 
Yon Hinden- 
berg, after suffering severe losses in 
repeated attack against the Russian 
positions has not repeated the at­ 
tempts to break through to the Bug 
river.

FOURTH CLASS STUFF FIXED 


Postmaster G. P. Hunt has receiv­ 
ed two new’ postal orders from the 
third assistant postmaster 
general 
at Washington, regarding the parcel 
post. 
The first one concerns the is­ 
suance of a receipt, for one cent 
extra, to the sender of parcel post 
packages. 
The second order defines 
fourth class mail matter. 
The orders are as follows: 


“ ()n and after September I, 1015, 
the postmaster at the mailing office 
may, on payment of one cent, give 
the 
sender of an ordinary parcel 
of fo u rth -ciass mail a receipt there­ 
for. 
A postage stamp to cover the 
charge for receipts shall be affixed 
thereto. 
The name and address of 
the addressee shall be written in the 
receipt by the sender.” 
“ Fourth-class mail 
matter 
shall 
embrace all other matter, including 
farm and 
factory 
products 
(and

Tuberculosis 
or- 
consumption, 


known 
also 
as "phthisis," is "a 


treacherous disease caused by the 
growth in the body 
of millions of 


ittle 
rod-shaped 
germs 
called 


'tubercle baecilli," because as they 
multiply they produce small lumps 
or "tubercles." The germs are real- 
y tiny plant-like parasites, so small 
hat they must.be magnified hun- 
dreds of. tunes under a powerful mi- 
croscope before one can see them at 
all. • . 


Being a parasite, the gerin of tu- 


berculosis, like the mistletoe or fun- 
gus growth; must live by taking life 
:rom something else, and on this ac- 
count it lives in the body of human 
beings or animals beter than any- 
where else, in the eye, the skin, the 
uiee or the spine, and most fre- 
quently in the lungs, and the other 
organs of breathing. 


Outside of the body, the germs of 


tuberculosis may be easily killed, if 
they are exposed to direct sunlight 
for a few hours. Moist beat, at 145 
degrees F., boiling water, or stron 
alkaline soaps, washing soda and 
similar household cleansing; solution 
will also kill them. If undisturbed, 
tbe geiins of tuberculosis may live 
outside of the body in warm, moist, 
dark places, such as corners ot 
rooms and hallways, for months or 
even years. 


Because of the earless habits of 


people who have consumption 
and 


others, the germs of the disease are 
everywhere. 
Every time a person 


who has the bacilli in his sputum 
spits on the floor, sidewalk or in any 
other exposed place, the germs by 
the billions may become dry, and 
when stirred up by a'broom or cur- 
rent of air may be inhaled by the 
chance passer. 
A speck of dust, 


such as one sees in the sunlight, may 
be th» resting place of hundreds of 
these tiny germs. 
On this account 


nearly everybody at some tune or 
other breathes in the living germs of 
tuberculosis. 


Why then doesn't everyone die of 


tuberculosis? Because the germs of 
tuberculosis 
in 
the body cannot 


grow unless they find certain tissues 
that'are weak, flabby, or. as'';it is 
better called, "non-resistant." 'Ev- 
eryone has a certain normal resist- 
ance to tuberculosis. If this resist- 


ance is "lowered for any reason, the 
germs, which are ajmosXaTways pre~- 
sent in the body, will quickly *find 
some tissue on which they can grow, 
and'thus the disease is started. It 
takes more than the presence of the 
germ in the body to qause tubercul- 
osis. It needs also a lowered vitality 
that will give the germ a chance to 
grow. It is like the seed and the 
soil. 'The scaley parasite that ruins 
a rosebush frequently comes.from a 
poorly nourished soiL 
The tuber- 


cle basillus is the seed; the body is 
the soil. If the soil is allowed to lose 
its, normal and natural fertility, the 
seed will produce disease. If the 
soil is kept up to its full strength, 
this^parasite seed cannot grow, and 
no tuberculosis will develop. 


Once the germs begin to-grow in 


the'body, they produce injury to it 
in;two ways: 
. 


(1) They destroy tissues. The de- 


struction in the lung, for 
example, 


may'amount to a very small spot, or 
it may be "a large cavity, and not in- 
frequently an entire lung. The sooa- 
er-the disease is discovered, the 
smaller will be the amount of tissue 
destroyed, as a general rule. 


(2) The growing germ, while 
it1 


destroys the body tissues upon 
which it lives, also produces certain 
poisons or toxins, which, in- turn, 
cause most of the symptoms of the 
disease. Thus, while the germs may 
be active in the lungs, the poison 
which they throw off goes 
through 


the entire system. • 


The commonest early symptoms of 


consumption are. 


(1) Persistent cough or cold last- 


ing a month or longer; (2) Loss of 
weight and appetite; (3) Run down 
feeling; (4) Afternoon temperature; 
t5) Night sweats; and (G) Spitting 
of blood or streaks of blood in spit- 
urn. 


The presence of any of these 


symptoms should lead one to consult 
a physician at once. Tuberculosis 
can be cured if it is discovered in 
time. It costs little to be examined 
and cured. It is very expensive to 
delay and die.

Butter .is had from 32 cents 
a 


pound and upward depending 
on 


quality, the best selling at 48 cents. 
Eggs are from 24 to 32 cents a 
dozen. Milk is 6 cents a quart, 3 
cents a pint. Swiss, Holland, Ro- 
quefort and similar cheeses of the 
cpmmnoer 'Varieties are 24 cents a 
pound. Chester (cream cheese ini- 
ported from England) being scarce; 
and selling at 32 cents. 


Fruits are cheap as a rule but the 


price depends on the season. Straw- 
berries are now selling at 6 cents a 
poundj cherries .at 4 cents, bannanas 
30 cents, a dozen and upward, or- 
anges 24 cents, lemons at the same 
price. These prices are perhaps 10 
per cent higher than in peace times.

Washington, July 23—That the 


Pacific continues to be flooded with 
all sorts and "conditions of Chinese 
eggs is shown by the report of vice- 
consul Barrett of Shanghai to the 
department of commerce, recently. 
The 
total egg shipments 
from 


Shanghai to the department of com- 
merce, recently. The total egg ship- 
ments from Shanghai alone, during 
the fiscal year 1914 was 3,600,000 
dozen, which were landed 
on our 


western seaboard, and yet the ex- 
ports from Shina of hen-fruit were 
considerably curtailed by the with- 
drawal of many merchant vessels 
from 'service due to the war in Eu- 
rope. The majority x>f;the,shipments 
are made via the northern route, to 
Seattle, as this obviates the neces- 
sity of refrigeration during the'cold^ 
er months. 


Mr. Barrett says the so-called 


egg or chicken farm does-not exist, 
in China on an extensive scale. Egg 
raising is an incidental matter»jnst 
now. The chickens are fed princi- 
pally on rice, and the daily wage of 
a Chinese farmhand is 10 cents. The 
Chinese farmer sells his eggs at 
$4.60 a thousand, and tiie cost of 
crating, 
packing, insurance and 


freight, are borne by the exporter. 


Mr. Barrett,makes this significant 


statement in his report: "It is only 
since the new tariff of 1913 became 
effective that the shipments to the 
United States have reached notice- 
able proportions."

start bacteria in milk to multiply- 
ing at a. rapid rate and thus make 
it unfit for use as sweet milk, ac- 
cording to the dairy specialists of 
the Department: of Agriculture. The 
liot days also bring the1 flies, the 
jreat germ carriers, and the clouds 
of dust laden with bacteria, which, 
when coming to rest on milk recep- 
tacles very easily contaminate the 
milk. 


Milk is regarded 
as a neutral 


medium for bacteria, and the rapid- 
ly, with which the various 
forms 


vill multiply under the proper tem- 
peratures is astonishing. It has been 
shown that if a cubic centimeter 
about one-half 
tea-spoonful) of 


milk containing 10 bacteria is kept 


68 per cent temperature for 24 


lours the bacteria will have multip- 
ied into about 61,000. In the same 
riiillr, if held at 50 per cent the 
lacteria would be very small, pos- 
sibly as low at 40 in 24 hours. Milk 
which contains a large number of 
>acteria is either not fresh or has 
iome from a diseased 
cow or has 


itherwise been contaminated. 


Flies are possibly the most dan- 


jerous bacteria carriers likely to 
some in contact with milk. These 
icavengers may convey the germs 
if typhoid fever of other contagious 
liseases from the sick room to the 
milk. 
Typhoid epidemics have been 


a used, b'y flies spreading'the gernis. 
Ok "shbuld be guarded frbrh flies 


rigorously as care would be taken 


o avoid exposure to disease. 


Cows are now put on pasture, and 


milk is more easily produced under 
;anitary conditions than during the 
dntef months when the cows are 
itabled all the tune. Milk may be 
landled by the most correct and 
ianitary methods known, and yet if 
it is not cooled immediately after 
milking and kept cool until consumed 
it very soon begins to change and 
sour. In fact, the bacterial content 
increases rapidly as long as the milk 
remains above "50 degrees Fahren- 
heit 


The bacteria are dormant or in- 


crease slowly at a lower temperat- 
ure. For this reason, every precau- 
tion for keeping milk cold from the 
time it is produced until it reaches 
the consumer is essential.

May Receipt For a Fourth Class 


Class Package. . 


FOURTH CLASS STUFF FIXED; 


Postmaster G. P. Hunt has receiv- 


ed two new postal orders from the 
•third assistant • postmaster; general. 
at Washington, regarding. the parcel 
post. The first ;one; concerns the is- 
suance of a receipt, .for one cent 
extra, to the sender of parcel post 
packages. .The 'second order defines 
fourth class mail matter. 


The orders arc as follows: 
"On and after September 1, 1915, 


the postmaster at the mailing office 
may, on payment of one cent, give 
the 
sender of an ordinary- parcel 


of fourth-class mail a receipt there- 
for. A postage stamp to cover the 
charge for receipts shall be'affixed 
thereto. The name and.address./of 
the addressee-shall-be-written in the 
receipt by the sender." 


"Fourth-class mail,"- matter 
shall 


embrace all • other' matter, including 
farm and factory products (and 
books) not now embraced by law in 
either the first or second class, or 
(with the exception of books)' in the 
third class, not 
exceeding fifty 


.pounds -in weight (when mailed for 
delivery within the first or second 
zones, nor exceed twenty pounds in 
weight when mailed for 
delivery 


within any of the other zones) nor 
greater in size than 84 inches in 
length and girth combined, nor in 
form or kind likely to injure 'the jie'r- 
son or any postal employe or dam- 
age the mail equipment or other mail 
matter and not of a'character per- 
ishable within a period reasonably 
required for transportation, and de.- 
livery."

"If a parcel of fourth class mat- 


ter exceeds the size in length and 
girth combined, prescribed in para- 
graph 1, it shall not be aecepted>for 
mailing, no matter how small the ex- 
cess may be."

workmen's compensation insurance 
in this state, or shall furnish to. the 
industrial board satisfactory proof 
of his financial ability to pay direct 
the compensation in the amount and. 
manner and when due as provided 
for in this act. In the latter case 
the board may in its discretion re- 
quire the deposit of an acceptable 
security, indemnity orbond to secure 
the -payment of compensation liab- 
ilities as they are incurred." 


A further clause provides that ev- 


ery employer accepting the compen- 
sation provisions of the act shall 
within thirty ,days after, the .act 
take effect filed with the board iri 
form prescribed by it, and thereafter 
annually: or as often as may be nec- 
essary evidence of his compliance 
with the - above-quoted section and 
all others relating to it.
